Not light showers, or a late- 
aftemoon thunderstorm sending 
vendors scurrying to take down 
their tents an hour early. Rain. 

And while rain is good for 
making the carrots grow, there's 
no denying it had a dampening 
effect on the crowds, and 
Carrotfest. 

The buskers abandoned their 
outdoor pitches. Patios, normally 
filled, were emptied. The most 
popular booths were those giving 
away rain ponchos and umbrellas. 


But for the first half of the day, 
the weather was fine, if a little 
cool, and Carrotfest got off to 
a promising start - with more 
orange and more carrots than ever 
before. Vendors offered everything 
from hand-made carrot soap, to 
carrot fritters, carrot juice, carrot 
cake and muffins. 

The CarrotFast Run, held at the 
Bob Fallis Sports Centre, saw 
about 125 runners and walkers 
sign up for the 5K timed Run or 


Planning an 
earlier start for 
BWG Transit 

A report to Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council on August 19 had some encouraging 
news about the new BWG Transit system. 

Since the bus service started in May, 2014, a 
total of 7,678 people have taken BWG Transit - 
an average of 110 people per day, or nearly 14 
riders per hour. The consultant had originally 
predicted a ridership of only 4 passengers per 

The most common complaint has been the 
hours of service. The buses currently only 
operate between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., Monday 

The report also provided information on 
the cost of extending the hours. Starting the 
buses at 7 a.m., rather than 9 a.m. would cost 
anadditional$1035.60perweek- about 
$53,000 for a full year - although Town 
Manager Jay Currier pointed out that the cost 
would be at least partially offset by higher 
ridership numbers, targeting workers and 
high school students heading to class, and by 
higher provincial grants, which are based on 
ridership. 

Councillor James Leduc asked for an 
immediate extension of the horns. The 
report noted that the bus operator, Switzer- 
Carty, requires at least 14 days notice of any 
changes. Leduc asked, “Could this be done by 
the start of school?" - exactly 2 weeks away. 

“The answer is probably no,” replied Currier, 
explaining that there is a need to not only 
notify Switzer-Carty, but to work out details, 
assess the impact on the Taxi to GO shared 
taxi service, and to publicize the changes. “It’s 
a complicated little beast to operate. There are 
some details to be worked out,” Currier said. 

Council voted unanimously to extend the 
hours of service, "as soon as possible.” 

“The sooner, the better,” said Leduc. 
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No Town cash for Bradford Ribfest 


Promoter Rick Brooks, who was out 
of town for the previous meeting, 
came to Council on August 19 
prepared to answer questions on both 
Chilifest and Ribfest - and to ask for 
Council’s continued sponsorship and 
support. 

He received good wishes for the 
success of the two privately-run events 
- but no funding. 

Brooks provided an updated 
financial statement for Chilifest, 
“providing more transparency” and 
invited questions - and Councillors 
were quick to respond. 

“Why do you have estimated gate 
sales of $1,500?” asked Councillor 
Peter Dykie Jr., noting that attendance 
might have been as high as 8,000. 
“How is it monitored? How do you 
keep track of it?” 

"It was definitely a challenge to 
monitor it," Brooks acknowledged. 

“We did our best, as a new event 
and a new group, to get everyone to 
come through die right entry,” but 
not everyone was willing to pay the 
$2 "donation” to get into the event. In 



the end, the "estimate” was derived by 
subtracting beer, pop, water and chili 
sales from total revenues. 

It was a “last minute decision” to 
charge the $2 fee, in an effort to boost 
revenues, Brooks said, suggesting that 
the fee could be dropped next year, to 
focus the volunteer effort on internal 
sales and better monitoring. “We’ll 
look at improving that next year, using 
counters, possibly turn control... but 
we did the best we could.” 

The event raised $2,500 for Kerry’s 
Place Autism Services - and another 
$500 for young triathlete Diego 
Carvalho, thanks to a donation from 
four vendors (3 Scoops Ice Cream, 

Joe’s Bar & Restaurant, La Gondola 
and The Canadian Grill) - but the 
event was not primarily a fundraiser. 
Brooks told Council. 

“This event was not put on to raise 
funds, gendemen. This was meant 
to bring people to the downtown, 
to revitalize," he said, calling the 
inaugural Chilifest “well-executed,for 
a first-dme event.... This brought 
thousands of people to the downtown 
core. It brought a lot of exposure to the 
downtown.” 

Councillor James Leduc asked if 
Chilifest was a business. 

"No, it’s not a business,” Brooks 
responded, although the BWG Events 
Group, set up to organize events like 
Ribfest and Chilifest, has a separate 
“business” bank account. "Money 
goes in, money goes out. We give some 
to charity and we keep a litde for next 
year's event... Nobody gets paid for 
this. It’s all volunteer work.” 

“I supported this, and the $5,000 
seed money... but it looks like you 
would have lost money if it wasn’t 
for the $5,000," said Councillor Gary 
Lamb. “I don’t get this. I don’t know 
how these numbers come.” 

To have raised a total of $3,000 for 
charity, with gross revenues of over 
$37,000 - "that's a worse charitable 
record than the American Cancer 
Society.... If you had 6,000 people 
(attend), you shouldn’t have needed 
our money.” (Note: The ACS actually 
takes 95% for Administration costs). 

Councillor Lamb offered advice on 
reducing the costs - but declined to 
be named on the BWG Events group 
committee, concerned that with 
$5 million in liability insurance, as 
required by the Town, larger claims 
could result in “exposure” for those 
named. “I’m not sure I'd want my 
name on that committee. That’s a very 
frightening prospect." He summed up, 
"Good job - but I’m disappointed in 
how it’s been accounted for.” 

“Everyone is aware that the 
downtown needs revitalization,” said 
Councillor Del Crake - but “guessing 
games are not what we wanted to see 
in a financial statement." 

Mayor Doug White spoke in favour 
of continuing financial support. 

"Our own report says we need more 
festivals, but they’re not going to be 
run by the Town,” White said, pointing

Funding for West Holland River

The crowd that turned out for Tuesday’s 
funding announcement, under the Recreational 
Fisheries Conservation Partnerships Program, 
was representative of just how important and far- 
reaching those partnerships are. 

MP for York Simcoe, Peter Van Loan, speaking 
on behalf of Fisheries & Oceans Minister Gail 
Shea, announced $77,000 in funding for a 
project to control erosion and restore fish habitat 
in the West Holland River. 

He was joined by East Gwillimbury Mayor 
Virginia Hackson and Councillor Marlene 
Johnston; Bradford West Gwillimbury Councillor 
Carl Hordyk, members of the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority, Richard 
Simpson - presenting the South Georgian Bay- 
Lake Simcoe Clean-up Fund; Holland Marsh 
Drainage Superintendent Frank Jonkman Jr., 
and Brett Ruck, Executive Director of Drainage 
Investment Group (DIG) which will be the lead 
organization in the restoration project. 

Van Loan spoke of the importance of the 
recreational fishery in Canada’s economy - 
noting that in 2010, anglers generated $8.3 
billion for local economies, and that over 3.3 
million adult anglers participate in fishing 
activities every year. 

“Canada is one of the best places to go fishing," 
he said, but there is a need to invest in the 
preservation and enhancement of fish habitat, 
to ensure that the resource is sustainable. “It’s 
also about restoring ecosystems,and connecting 
Canadians to nature.” 

The Recreational Fisheries Conservation 
Partnership Program was announced in 2013, 
under the Economic Action Plan, initially to 
provide $10 million over two years to support the 
efforts of local groups and governments. 

The strong initial success - which saw nearly 
$6 million invested in a total of 94 fish habitat 
restoration projects across Canada, 16 of them 
in Ontario - led to an extension of the program 
to 2015-16, under a new National Conservation 
Plan, and an increase in the funding available, to 
a total of $25 million. 

The success will rely on partnerships, Van 
Loan said. "It’s folks that live in the community, 
that are interested and involved," who propose 
and carry out the projects that "conserve and 


protect Canada’s recreational fisheries," and who 
will cover at least 50% of project costs, through 
funding or in-kind contributions. 

The Drainage Investment Group project in the 
Holland Marsh involves a plan to revegetate 
the West Holland River’s banks, create a buffer 
of natural vegetation between the intensively- 
farmed marshland and the Holland River, and 
in doing so, reduce erosion and restore littoral 
areas important as fish habitat. 

Traditionally, Marsh farmers have plowed and 
planted right to the river’s edge; the negative 
consequences have been erosion, and the 
washing of pesticides and nutrients into the 
water, threatening the natural environment, 

Van Loan said. The DIG project will restore 
natural vegetation, reduce nutrient loading and 
phosphate inputs, cut erosion, and “help restore 
the ecosystem to health... It’s a terrific project, 
and we’re proud to support it” 

“It’s this partnership that is going to make the 
difference,” said Brett Ruck, Executive Director 
of Drainage Investment Group. The project will 
focus on 6.3 km of the West Holland River, west 
of Highway 400, in the heart of the Holland 
Marsh. 

“It's virtually all private lands,” Ruck noted, but 
DIG will be working closely with the farmers to 
create the buffer and stabilize the river bank, 
preventing erosion - and incidentally creating 
new fish habitat - at a much reduced cost to the 
participants, thanks to the Partnership Program 
grant. 

Work has already begun on the engineering, 
but the actual construction will likely be delayed 
until later in the year. “We have to work with die 
landowners, because of the crops... We want to 
make sure the farmers understand we’re going to 
work with them," at every stage, Ruck said. 

“This is just a perfect project, to bring everyone 
together,” Ruck concluded, adding, “If this really 
works well, we’ll continue downstream.” 

It was the downstream impacts - the benefit 
to fish populations, and to Lake Simcoe - that 
brought the other partners to the Holland 
River Marina on Tuesday, in support of the 
announcement. The Holland Marsh project 
is one of 127 projects approved in Round II of 
funding, nationally.

ALS Ice Bucket Challenge 
hits Upper Canada Mall 


The "ice bucket challenge” has 
definitely gone viral - and global. 

Initially a fundraiser for Cancer 
research, this summer it has become 
a challenge for ALS - better known as 
Lou Gehrig’s Disease - raising over 
$15.6 million for research into the fatal 
condition. 

The challenge? Dump a bucket of ice 
water over your head and record the 
action, posting it online - and calling 
out a challenge to co-workers, the 
competition, friends, family members, 
celebrities. Anyone called out has just 
24 hours to complete the challenge; if 
they fail, or decline, they must donate 
$100 to the cause. 

Staff at Upper Canada Mall in 
Newmarket both accepted the 
challenge, and made a donation. 
Upper Canada and other Oxford 
Properties shopping centres were 
challenged by Yorkdale Shopping 
Mall, and on August 19 - within the 
24-hour window -10 volunteers stood 


shivering in front of the food court 
entrance, as co-workers gleefully 
dumped buckets of ice water on their 

“I can’t even drink cold water,” 
moaned Nadia Yonan, Property 
Administration, before the buckets 
were tipped. 

"It’s all for charity - it’s all for a 
good cause,” said Marketing Director 
Jennifer Kleinberg - one of the 10 
getting doused.

2KWalk. Founded by Holy Trinity High School 
teacher and coach Craig McLaughlin, this year the 
CarrotFast Run was handed over to the Newmarket 
Huskies track club, to manage and run. 

The Huskies have always had a big presence at 
CarrotFast. “Craig used to be one of our coaches. 

We came as a team to support him,” explained co¬ 
ordinator Carrie Bye. The club also draws many of 
its members from the Bradford area, and practices 
in BWG locales that include Scanlon Creek 
Conservation Area. And, Byer said, "We wanted to 
keep the race going." 

The most blistering pace was set by Toronto 
runner, Sami Jibril - who finished the 5 K in 15 
minutes. In second place, almost 1 minute behind, 
was Bradford runner Jose Carvalho. 

The race was also the Ontario Masters Association 
championship, drawing top Master class runners 
from across the province. 

Back on Holland and Barrie Streets, over 300 
vendors and non-profit organizations set up their 
booths, and the Enbridge community team fired 
up the grills, serving up a Pancake Breakfast as a 
fundraiser for the BWG Minor Hockey Association.

Then the rain returned. 

There was music at the Village Inn, and wrestling 
at the arena - but the other activities, from the 
BMX Bike demos to the Flaming Carrot Show, were 
cancelled, and Carrotfest was over for another year.

The Times has already spoken to the candidates running in Ward 1; this week, 
we take a look at the three candidates currently running in Ward 2. 


Gary Baynes 



Gary Baynes was “born, raised, and always 
lived in Bradford West Gwiilimbury - a place 
I’ve always loved.” 

All through a successful career as an IT 
professional with the TD Bank, he says, "I 
always wanted to give back to the community.” 
For most of his life, that has meant involvement 
in minor sports. He was a member of the 1974 
Bradford Intermediate "B” squad that took the 
All-Ontario championship, and has been a 
baseball coach. And, he says, he learned a lot 
about ethics and collaboration, about working 
as a team from his years of play. 

"I’m a lot about collaboration, pulling a lot 
of views together to come up with the best 
solution.” 

Now, he’s looking to give back to the 
community on a different level, by running for 
the position of Councillor, Ward 2. 

He identifies a number of skills, developed 
through both his experience as a ball-player, 
and his IT background: the ability to prioritize, 
when it comes to investment; attention to 
detail; ensuring that estimates are firm and 
realistic; making sure things are built to current 
standards; reviewing progress regularly; 
being aware of any cost over runs, and able to 
determine who should be held accountable 
- and the ability to communicate, to build 
support for projects. 

Baynes has identified a number of issues, not 
just in his Ward but in the municipality as a 
whole, through talking with residents. One is 
the need to ensure that recreation is available, 
and affordable. “It’s not all about organized 
sports,” he says, even though Sport shaped his 
life. It’s about offering choices, from tennis to 
skateboarding, that are accessible. 

Henderson Community Park is a wonderful 
concept - but "it’s not exactly walking distance.” 

There’s the issue of heritage preservation, for 
some neighbourhoods and some buildings, 
a need for Seniors’ housing - and a need to 
revitalize the downtown, and especially to 
find a balance, between addressing traffic 
congestion and bringing more shoppers into 
the downtown core. 

Baynes supports the ring road system being 
proposed, including the Southeast Arterial 
Road. “The spread of traffic would actually 
help, and not hurt” stores in the downtown, 
he suggests, by making shopping in the core a 
more pleasant experience - and making sure 


the curbs, sidewalks and streets are repaired, 
and safe. 

Baynes also wants to take a closer look at 
the BWG Transit system. Yes, it has provided 
transportation particularly for Seniors, but, he 
says, there is need to make sure it meets the 
needs of all residents. "It’s been a pilot, but we 
need to expand the times,” he says. "It’s a good 
start, but we’ve got to expand the hours and 
make sure it catches on.” 

Baynes plans to go door to door in his 
campaign. “I want to hear first-hand from 
residents and business owners, what their 
top priorities are,” he says. "I’m learning - 
continually learning.” 

Although "each of the Wards has different areas 
and different sections and different concerns,” 
he is looking forward to representing not only 
Ward 2, but the whole of the municipality - and 
helping to run the Town "like a business... 

I actually take it as a compliment when 
somebody calls me a numbers guy." 

Baynes graduated from Bradford High, and 
went on to study Math and Computer Science 
at York University. He retired from a successful 
career in Information Technology at TD Bank; 
as AVP, he managed a workforce of 180, and an 
annual budget of $30 million.

Heather Haddon 



Heather Haddon has always had an interest 
in politics, dating back to when she was in her 
20s. She was president of the Student Council 

- a position she initially found “humbling 
and terrifying,” but that led her into a career 
path that involves communications and 
interpersonal skills. 

Haddon, a business Financial Planner 
with Desjardins for the past 14 years, is also 
the founder of If She Builds It, a business 
mentorship program for women, that “came 
about just because I was doing a lot of one-on- 
one with women clients... holding workshops 
to teach women to be passionate about their 
business.” 

But until this year, she has been too busy 
to pursue politics. “I’m a single mom, I’m a 
caregiver to a Senior, and I’m a business owner," 
she says, actively engaged in a “blended family’; 

- her own two children and the new family of 
her ex-husband. And she is active in her school 
community, and Bradford Minor Softball.

Now, she says, she’s ready to throw her hat 
into municipal politics. "It’s time. There’s a lot of 
things that are going to change, and I want to be 
part of that.” 

She’s running for Council in Ward 2, where she 
lives. “This is die heart of Bradford,” Haddon 
says. “It’s time for some new faces.” 

In particular, she wants to speak for local 
business owners. That’s a voice that doesn't have 
representation on the current Council, she says. 
“It’s been hard to live in Ward 2 and watch the 
businesses, the Mom & Pop businesses, close 

There is less and less in the downtown core to 
support the seniors, the single parents, the stay- 
at-home moms. Her goal, as Councillor, would 
be to find a way to “bring back business.” 

“I don’t want to see Ward 2 become the slum of 
Town... I want to see it continue to flourish, and 
not fail.” 

Haddon wants the Town to help local 
businesses become financially strong and stable. 
She also wants to ensure that the kids in the 
community are “active and engaged, and know 
we value them... I think we really need more 
opportunities for young people, so youth know 
people value them. There’s a missing piece for 
our 12 to 16 year olds, that are not in organized 
sports, that are not working, that are just 
skateboarding around town." 

She wants, she says, to be “part of a community 
that builds and fosters all of that.” 

Haddon adds, “My whole campaign is family, 
and opportunity. That’s my life.” 

She won’t be ramping up her campaign and 
door-knocking until the kids go back to school in 
September, and baseball tourneys are over. 

Until then, she plans to rely on casual 
conversations with constituents, to get a handle 
on the issues and become known. She’d also like 
to hold a series of Open Houses, to give voters 
an opportunity to meet her, face-to-face, and 
perhaps the other Ward candidates. 

And if she wins, that’s something she’d like to 
continue. “People have a right and responsibility, 
as citizens, to be asked." 

She sums it up: "People know me. People know 
what I’m doing. I’ve continued to do the things 
I’ve committed to.... I'm a pretty hands on girl, in 
everything I do.”

Jim Slykhuis 



Jim Slykhuis is new to politics, having just 
retired from a 32-year career in policing. 

That said, he notes, "Policing is political. You 
learn how to talk to people, and how to mediate." 

There’s another valuable lesson he’s learned 
through his experience as an Officer: “I spent 
my whole life in a position where your word is so 
valuable. If you break your word, you lose." 

James Slykhuis is a married father of 3, and has 
been a resident of Bradford for the past 24 years. 

Through all those years, he’s been involved 
in his community, as a volunteer. “I was raised 
to believe everybody should give back to the 
community where they live.” 

He has been a volunteer with Bradford Minor 
Soccer, both as a coach and on the executive; an 
organizer of the Cops for Cancer fundraiser; and 
a volunteer with Special Olympics, in 2000 and 
2014. Slykhuis has also received both a Good 
Neighbours Award and a Queen’s Golden Jubilee 
Medal. 

“Giving back” is ingrained - and at this stage of 
his life, he says, Municipal Politics "is a good way 
to give back.” 

Slykhuis identifies the Downtown as one one of 
the key issues in Ward 2. 

“I know the Revitalization Committee is 
working hard, but those of us who live in the 
downtown don’t see it,” he says. 

He would like the Town to more aggressively 
pursue re-development, using incentives like 
reductions in the Development Charges and 
relief from property taxes, to encourage owners 
to redevelop their properties - especially for 
muted use, with retail on the ground floor, and 
apartments above. 

“This Town is in desperate need of apartments," 
Slykhuis says. “I don’t know what the answer is, 
but I think we have to look long-term at the way 
we do business.” 

Slykhuis also has concerns over the 
“accessibility of the bus system. The timing is not 
right.” 

He notes, “With 9 to 5, the only people who 
benefit are the Seniors.” By starting the buses 
earlier in the day, and cutting back on mid-day 
service, he feels BWG Transit could better serve 
a larger portion of the population, including 
commuters, workers, and high school students. 

Slykhuis also supports the pursuit of new 
Industrial opportunities, for the Town’s 
employment lands. “I want to see that 
development in Town doesn’t exceed the 
reach... For that, we need to look at increasing 
our Industry in Town, not just relying on our 
Residential taxpayers all the time.” 

As for heritage protection, he feels that Ward 2 
doesn't have a lot of heritage buildings, except 
for some stately homes on Barrie St. - but, he 
says, “I don’t like to see any heritage homes be 
demolished. We have enough property in Town 
that developers can build Townhomes without 
tearing down our heritage.” 

If elected, he promises to bring to Council all 
the skill sets he developed through his work in 
policing: the ability to listen, to make decisions, 
to support and work tirelessly for the goals he 
believes in. 

As the campaign heats up, Slykhuis plans to go 
door to door, to talk with residents.

“Transparent, 

The Rescue Lake Simcoe Coalition, 
including Aware Simcoe and 
Environmental Defence, has launched 
Campaign Fairness, urging residents 
to ask their candidates if they 
accept campaign donations from 
corporations and unions. 

“Corporations are not citizens,” 
said Robert Eisenberg, Campaign 
Fairness Chair. “If you can’t vote or 
run for office, you shouldn’t be able 
to influence the vote. We want a level 
playing field between candidates 
whose interests are environmental, 
and those whose priorities align 
with corporate and particularly 
development interests.” 

Even before Campaign Fairness was 
launched, Mayoral Candidate Rob 
Keffer wrote to his opponents, urging 
them to “join him in raising the bar 
on transparency in the campaign,” by 
refusing to accept developer dollars or 
out-of-town corporate donations, and 
publish local donations over $200 “on 
a bi-weekly basis so voters know the 
sources of my support.” 

In a letter sent to mayoral candidates 
Doug White and Hernan Burgos, 

Keffer wrote, “Both developers and 
corporations located outside of our 
town may bring forward matters to 
Council, and a candidate who has 
accepted their financial support will 
be in an awkward situation, to say the 


accountable” 

Burgos and White have both 
indicated that they do not accept 
contributions from developers, White 
sending a letter to his opponent 
that points out, “I am bound, as are 
you and all candidates by the laws 
governing municipal elections and 
municipal election financing, which 
makes all of us accountable to the 
public whom we serve or seek to 
serve. Those are the rules that I will be 
following. 

“That being said, I decided some 
time ago not to accept money from 
developers in this campaign.” 

White added, “It is an issue that has 
arisen in many municipal campaigns, 
and I do not want it to distract from 
the real issue, which is how we keep 
BWG moving forward, in the best 
interests of our citizens.” 

White, who has continued to work at 
Canada Post while serving as Mayor, 
noted, “I do not believe that running 
for election should be restricted 
to those who can afford to pay a 
substantial part of their campaign 
costs personally... I must raise the 
money required to run my campaign 
from members of the community and 
from those who share my values and 
vision for the future of our Town,” 
and with the exception of developer 
dollars, will continue to do so. 


Daughter appointed to fill vacant seat 


There is a vacancy on Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Council, left by the 
untimely passing of Ward 5 Councillor 
Ron Simpson. 

Under the Ontario Municipal Act, 
and Municipal Elections Act, the 
Town is required to fill the vacancy, 
if it occurs more than 90 days from 
the next municipal election. With the 
election taking place October 27, the 
seat must be filled - either through a 
by-election, or by appointment. 


On August 19, Councillors voted 
to appoint Jodi Simpson to fill the 
position for the remainder of this 
term of office. Jodi Simpson is Ron 
Simpson’s daughter. 

“It’s a very tough situation that 
Council finds itself in, and a very, 
very tough situation for his family," 
said Mayor Doug White, calling the 
appointment “ a fitting way to do that. 
I know Ron would be delighted with 
us making this choice." 



The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has approved Heritage 
designation for one of its own 
buildings: The Old Town Hall, at 
61 Holland St. East, currently the 
Treasury Building. 

The salmon and yellow brick building 
was constructed circa 1860, and 
has served a number of roles in the 
community - and was one of the few 
buildings in “old Bradford” to survive 
the devastating fire of 1871. 

The building’s architecture is 
described as “Classical Revival”, with 
windows set in Decorative arches in a 
“simplified temple form.”

The parking lot outside Bradford Family 
Dentistry, on August 16, featured prizes and 
a Rock-climbing Wall, and other activities, all 
celebrating the Grand Opening of the updated 
and renovated Bradford Family Dentistry clinic, 
at 76 Holland St.West. 

But the real fun was inside: A dental clinic 
that has become a destination, filled with the 
photos, artwork and memorabilia collected by 
dentist Dr. Jesse Chai. 

Bradford Family Dentistry was originally 
located on the 2nd floor at 76 Holland. Dr. Chai 
purchased the building and took over the entire 
ground floor - renovating, and more than doubling the 
Clinic’s size, from 5 to 10 opertories, with room for more. 

An opertory traditionally contains the dental chair, drills, 
all the sterile equipment needed to provide dental care. 
But at Bradford Family Dentistry, each opertory is also an 
adventure on a different theme. 

Dr. Chai and his design team have created a Star Trek 
Room, Space Wars Room, Middle Earth Room, Super Hero 
Room, and Sports room - complete with a signed Bobby 
Orr Blackhawks jersey, and Joe Montana Football.

Tooth” a new Superhero who bears a 
striking resemblance to Dr. Chai, and 
promotes “good oral health," and by a 
life-size model of Darth Vader. 

MP for York Simcoe Peter Van Loan 
congratulated Dr. Chai not only on the 
great service and high standards set by 
Bradford Family Dentistry, but also the 
innovation and originality of the new 
clinic. 

The clinic has responded to the needs 
of its clients, as well as to “the growth 
that this Town has experienced,” said 
MPP Julia Munro. For her, “The best 
part is the tour!” To have created an 
environment that makes kids want 
to come to the dentist, she said, "is 
brilliant!" 

And that was Dr. Chai’s goal. He was 
waiting in line with his young family 
at Universal Studios, when he had his 
inspiration: Why shouldn’t going to the 
dentist also be a fun experience? 

There are no rides in his office, but 
there is a sense of delight - and fun. 

“He cares about his clients and 
patients," said Mayor White at the 
Opening. “He has ambition and vision, 
and most importantly he gives back to 
his community" - a reference not only 
to the new clinic and its impact on the 
community, but Dr. Chai’s support for 
CrossTrainers and The Hub Youth Drop 
in Centre, Minor Sports, scholarships 
for Bradford District and Holy Trinity

afford it. 

"Thank you,” said Dr. Chai to the crowd that gathered for 
the official “Dental Floss" cutting.

MADD Canada (Mothers Against Drunk Driving) has 
found a new way to remind people never to drink and drive: 
Memorial benches, placed in strategic areas, bearing the 
MADD message. The benches are being installed at Innisfil 
Beach Park, Barrie's Heritage Park, the Collingwood Aquatic 
Centre, Midland’s Harbour Front, and Orillia’s Tudhope Park. 

And a bench was unveiled in Bradford, during Carrotfest, 
beside the Bradford Courthouse. 

“This project was a year in the making,” said MADD Barrie- 
Simcoe Vice President Angela Waskawich. The Bradford 
bench “is in a remarkable spot,” she said - ideal to send 
the message that impaired driving is a preventable crime. 
The bench, a partnership between MADD, the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury and WLC Monuments, resembles 
a headstone - a deliberate choice, said Waskawich. The 
benches are not only a reminder to never drink and drive, 
but a memorial to those killed or injured by drunk drivers.

out that Town sponsorship adds credibility, and makes it 
easier for organizers to fundraise. “I thought the event was 
really successful... A first time for anything will have some 
hiccups." 

A request for the Town to sponsor the upcoming Ribfest, 
and “invest” $5000 in the popular event, did not receive 
support - despite an impassioned plea from Brooks, 
who called the festival "a rare opportunity to celebrate 
Bradford... Let’s continue to work together.” 

“I really hope your Bradford Ribfest is a success... but until 
you register yourself as a charitable organization, I feel 
it’s like giving that $5000 to any resident,” said Councillor 
James Leduc. "I will be at your event, support your event 
- but I’m going to decide not to donate, until you are a 
registered charity.” 

"I’ve said it before - the Town needs to have a policy 
on events the Town is not running, and a budget set 
aside,” rather than dealing with individual requests, said 
Councillor Carl Hordyk, ^though he recommended 
approval of $5000 in sponsorship. “I want to support this. I 
don’t want to see that fail... It benefits our residents.” 

“It’s a private event on private property -1 don’t see why 
you need our $5,000,” said Councillor Lamb, pointing out 
that with attendance expected to be up 25%, once a liquor 
licence is secured “it’s off to the races.” But, he said, "It’s 
your event, it’syour deal... We’re not part ofit,” notingthe 
request for funding comes with Ribfest only 4 weeks away. 

It should have come at budget time, Lamb said. 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. agreed. "We need events for 
the economic value of the community," he said - but the 
funding should be in the Economic Development office 
budget, rather than a request 3/4 of the way through the 
year. “I support you, I’ll be there - but at this point, money 
is rare.” 

“Great points,” acknowledged Brooks - but, he said, "What 
we’re trying to do is partner with the Town... I think a $5000 
investment is a smart investment.” He noted that Town- 
run events like Carrotfest and the Santa Claus parade are 
costly; Chilifest and Ribfest rely on volunteers, “saving the 
taxpayers’ money." 

A motion to give $5,000 to Ribfest was proposed, and 
defeated. Council did declare Ribfest a "municipally 
significant event” - making it easier for organizers to get a 
special event liquor licence.
